CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRES. 

These  centres  are  open  at  the  days  and  times  set  out  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
advice  as  to  the  care  of  infants  and  children  under  the  age  of  five  years.  Infant  foods, 
National  Dried  Milk  and  Ministry  of  Food  Vitamin  products  are  issued  at  these 
centres.  A  Medical  Officer  and  a  Health  Visitor  are  in  attendance  at  each  centre. 

Ministry  of  Food  Offices  and  other  Centres  are  also  available  for  the  supply  of 
National  Dried  Milk  and  Ministry  of  Food  Vitamin  products  for  Expectant  and 
and  Nursing  Mothers  and  for  children  under  five  years  of  age.

DAY  NURSERIES. 

These  nurseries  provide  accommodation  for  the  daily  care  of  children  under  five 
years  of  age. 

Places  are  only  available  for  children  of  women  who  are  unmarried,  widowed, 
separated,  having  to  work  because  of  a  dependent  husband,  or  by  reason  of  illness 
or  confinement  are  unable  to  look  after  their  families,  and  children  from  families 
who  are  living  in  conditions  inimical  to  the  proper  care  of  young  children,  and 
exceptionally  children  from  a  family  where  the  father  is  himself  endeavouring  to 
bring  up  a  family  but  can  secure  no  one  to  look  after  a  child  under  5  years  of  age 
during  ordinary  working  hours.

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VACCINATION  AGAINST  SMALLPOX. 


Facilities  for  vaccination,  free  of  cost,  against  smallpox  are  available  for  infants 
at  all  Child  Welfare  Clinics  and  all  Medical  Practioners  have  been  invited  to  participate 
in  the  scheme. 

Vaccine  Lymph  can  be  obtained  from  the  County  Laboratory,  Maidstone,  by 
all  medical  practitioners  carrying  out  vaccination  under  the  County  Council’s 
arrangements. 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

Facilities  for  immunisation,  free  of  cost,  are  available  at  all  Child  Welfare  Centres, 
and  all  Medical  Practitioners  have  been  invited  to  participate  in  the  scheme,  which 
provides  for  free  immunisation  against  diphtheria.  The  child  should  normally  have  the 
first  injection  between  the  ages  of  eight  months  and  one  year  ;  and  reinforcing  doses 
shortly  before  starting  school  and  again  at  nine  years  of  age. 

Supplies  of  A.P.T.  and  T.A.F.  can  be  obtained  from  the  County  Laboratory, 
Maidstone,  by  all  practitioners  carrying  out  immunisation  under  the  County  Council’s 
arrangements. 

DOMESTIC  HELP. 

This  service  is  to  provide  domestic  help  for  households  where  such  help  is 
required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying  in,  and  expectant 
mothers,  mentally  defective,  aged,  or  a  child  not  over  compulsory  school  age.  House¬ 
holders  are  required  to  contribute  towards  the  cost  in  accordance  with  their  means.

HEALTH  VISITORS. 

These  officers  are  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  giving  advice  as  to  the  care  of 
young  children,  persons  suffering  from  illness  and  expectant  and  nursing  mothers 
and  as  to  the  measure  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection. 

The  Health  Visitors  also  undertake  duties  in  connection  with  the  School  Health 
Service.

DOMICILIARY  MIDWIFERY  SERVICE

midwives  or  maternity  nurses.

HOME  NURSING  SERVICE 

This  service,  which  is  free,  is  to  secure  the  attendance  of  nurses  on  persons  who 
require  nursing  in  their  own  homes.  Apart  from  cases  of  emergency  and  accident, 
patients  can  only  be  attended  when  the  nurse  has  been  requested  to  do  so  by  a  doctor. 
At  the  present  time  it  is  not  possible  to  provide  a  night  service.

COUNTY  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  provision  of  a  comprehensive  ambulance 
service  through  out  the  County.  Other  than  in  cases  of  accident  and  emergency,  no 
ambulance  will  be  provided  except  on  the  recommendation  of  a  doctor,  midwife, 
hospital  or  District  Officer,  and  for  sitting  case  transport  a  medical  certificate  is 
necessary. 

To  facilitate  the  call-out  of  ambulance  in  cases  of  accident  or  emergency,  arrange¬ 
ments  have  been  made  with  the  Post  Office  Authorities  for  such  calls  to  be  passed 
automatically  to  the  nearest  manned  fire  station  the  staff  of  which  will  assume  the 
responsibility  of  dealing  with  the  emergency.  The  arrangement  will  not  operate 
where  direct  lines  exist  between  public  call  boxes  and  ambulance  stations. 

The  service  is  provided  in  the  Swanscombe  Area  by  (a)  vehicles  provided  and 
manned  by  the  County  Council,  at  the  Dartford  Ambulance  Station  (b)  vehicles 
operated  and  manned  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade,  at  the  Northfleet  Ambu¬ 
lance  Station  acting  as  agents  of  the  Council,  and  (c)  sitting  case  cars  provided  through 
the  Hospital  Car  Service  as  the  agents  of  the  Council.

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  and  St.  John 
Ambulance  Brigade  for  the  continuance  of  the  Medical  Loan  Depots  on  behalf  of  the 
County  Council.  The  full  range  of  nursing  requisites  will  be  available  at  these 
depots  and  details  of  the  addresses  and  the  times  the  depots  are  open  for  distribution 
are  available  in  the  district  offices.  These  arrangements  will  be  in  addition  to  the 
loan  cupboards  kept  by  District  Nurses.  The  depots  will  deal  with  all  applications 
for  the  loan  of  nursing  requisites. 


HOSPITAL  SERVICES. 

Hospital  and  specialist  services,  including  institutions  for  the  chronic 
sick,  mental  homes,  maternity  homes,  convalescent  homes,  dispensaries  and 
out-patient  department  are  administered  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Boards 
set  up  by  the  Minister  of  Health.  The  Southeast  Metropolitan  Regional 
Hospital  Board  is  responsible  for  all  hospitals  in  Kent,  but  for  day 
to  day  administration  Hospital  Management  Committees  are  set  up  to  deal 
with  groups  of  hospitals. 

The  District  Officer  is  supplied  with  particulars  relating  to  each  hospital 
in  his  district,  but  generally  speaking  admission  to  hospital  is  a  matter  for  the  doctor 
in  charge  of  the  patient  and  he  will  make  arrangements  direct  with  the  hospital 
authorities,  calling  upon  the  County  Ambulance  Service  for  the  removal  of  the 
patient  to  hospital  where  this  is  considered  necessary.

DISTRICT  OFFICERS. 

These  officers  are  responsible  for — 

1.  Duties  as  authorised  Officers  under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts. 

2.  Acting  as  representatives  of  the  County  Health  Department  in  dealing  with 
enquiries  made  by  the  Public  and  arranging  for  County  Health  Services  to  be 
made  available  in  cases  of  difficulty. 

3.  Carrying  out  the  duties  of  the  County  Council  under  the  National  Assistance 
Act  in  (a)  arranging  admissions  of  old,  handicapped  and  homeless  people  to 
residential  establishments  other  than  in  cases  of  sickness  ;  (b)  the  care  of  moveable 
property  of  patients  who  are  admitted  to  hospital  or  a  residential  establishment 
provided  by  the  Council  where  it  appears  that  there  is  danger  of  loss  or  damage 
to  the  property.

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CEMENT  DUST  NUISANCE 
Thames-side  Cement  Works— Position  in  June,  1952. 

Steel  shortage  is  still  retarding  the  programme  of  repairs  and  renewals,  especially 
as  regards  the  electrical  precipitators  at  Swanscombe.  However,  a  meeting  between 
the  Company  and  Messrs.  Dodge  Cottrell  with  a  view  to  considering  methods  of 
acceleration  of  the  precipitator  programme  has  been  fixed  for  July  2nd.  Whilst  on 
the  subject  of  Swanscombe  there  is  a  further  improvement  in  low-level  conditions  in 
that  emissions  from  the  Snowcrete  mills  are  now  taken  to  dust  arrestment  plant. 
Work  on  the  new  packing  plant  at  Swanscombe  is  now  going  ahead  (demolition 
operations  while  in  progress  may  have  increased  local  dust)  and  when  it  comes  into 
operation  it  is  hoped  it  will  lead  to  appreciable  reduction  in  the  amount  of  low-level 
dust  emission  which  still  occurs.  There  is  still  some  emission  from  a  clinker  handling 
unit  at  the  cliff  face  under  the  main  road  and  which  in  spite  of  a  dust  arrestment  plant 
may  still  cause  some  local  nuisance  :  further  modifications  are  to  be  put  in  hand. 

There  is  nothing  further  to  report  relative  to  Bevans  Works  where  conditions 
are  unchanged. 

At  Johnson’s  Works  the  problem  is  difficult.  Much  of  the  cement  made  here  is 
of  the  special  sulphate-resisting  type  for  use  in  the  Uondon  Clay  etc.  formations. 
Operational  conditions  are  such  that  tendencies  for  condensation  and  corrosion  in  the 
flues  are  necessarily  maximal  and  maintenance  of  flues  and  precipitators  is  a 
serious  matter;  overhaul  is  virtually  continuous.  The  ancillary  processes  of 
lime,  hydralime  and  carbonate  of  lime  are  being  operated  with  care  so  that  dust 
emission  is  kept  to  a  minimum.  The  possibility  of  new  units  to  replace  some  of 
those  in  operation  is  under  consideration. 

Regarding  Kent  Works  there  is  no  special  comment  to  be  made.  Dust  emmissions 
at  both  high  and  low  levels  are  now  treated  by  approved  methods  and  the  problem 
is  one  of  maintenance. 

With  regard  to  works  North  of  the  river,  one  of  the  precipitators  at  the  Wouldham 
Works  underwent  extensive  overhaul  in  February.  At  Metropolitan  Works  a  new 
packer  has  now  been  into  operation.  A  considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  done 
on  the  electrical  precipitators  here  and  although  conditions  are  better  than  they  were 
a  year  ago  careful  supervision  is  still  needed — and  given. 

At  the  Tunnel  Works  there  are  two  small,  three  medium  and  two  very  large  kilns, 
the  five  last  named  being  fitted  with  electrical  precipitators.  One  of  the  small  kilns 
has  now  been  dismantled  and  will  be  replaced  by  a  medium  kiln  fitted  with  an  electrical 
precipitator.  On  15th  April  one  of  the  two  large  kilns  and  one  which  normally  pro¬ 
duces  a  rather  high  amount  of  dust  was  shut  down  for  repair  for  two  weeks  and  during 
this  period  the  electrical  precipitator  received  a  major  overhaul.  On  starting  up, 
however,  electrical  faults  and  “shorts”  manifested  themselves  and  developed  to  such 
an  extent  that  the  kiln  was  again  shut  down  for  2  days  from  20th  May  and  matters 
righted.  The  low-level  emission  from  handling  of  materials  continues,  but  prelimin¬ 
aries  for  the  new  transport  system  have  now  begun. 

There  is  also  at  Grays  an  “aggregate”  works  where  clay  is  calcined.

Cleansing  Station,  Brook  Vale,  Northfleet,  is  adapted  for  the  cleansing  of  ver¬ 
minous  persons,  lethane  is  used  in  cases  of  infestation  of  head.  Clothing  is  disinfested 
by  steam  disinfestation  while  patients  are  undergoing  treatment.

Action  and  Result — Investigation  proved  the  cause  due  to  unsatisfactory 
temporary  storage  during  periods  of  distribution. 

Samples  of  School  milk  as  supplied  by  W.  E.  Southwood,  Vale  Road  Dairy, 
Northfleet,  were  taken  monthly  by  the  Public  Health  Department,  Northfleet  Urban 
District  Council,  all  proved  satisfactory. 

There  are  no  dairies  or  bottling  establishments  situated  in  this  district. 

Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  1947. 

There  are  twenty-five  establishments  in  the  district,  twenty  are  registered  for 
retail  only,  two  are  registered  to  make  Ice  Cream,  two  with  cold  mix  and  one  with 
heat  treatment  as  prescribed  by  the  regulations.  One  hundred  and  sixty  six  samples 
were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  with  the  result  134  were  grade  I, 
16  of  grade  II,  14  of  grade  III,  and  2  of  grade  IV. 

The  provision  of  Pathologists  reports  to  retailers  proved  effective.
